ACCUSED

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Heartbroken owner fears killer may be targeting cats 



TWO neighbours believe a twisted 
cat killer may be on the prowl after 
four of their pets died in a matter 
of months. 

Nicola Donaldson (40), of 
Rushes Mead, fears the worst fol¬ 
lowing the unexplained deaths of 
three of her cats. 

And neighbour Stacey Ward has 
lost five cats in three years, the last 
in September. 

Ms Donaldson said vets had 
discovered traces of anti-freeze in 
her one-year-old cat Cowley. And 
on the same day Cowley fell ill, a 
stray she had adopted also went 
missing and has not been seen 
again.

“Cowley was taken to the Royal 
Veterinary College because he was 
insured,” she said. “They did a lot 
of tests on him to find out what 
was the matter. 

“They couldn’t save him but 
they did find anti-freeze crystals 
in his urine and they believed that 
was what killed him.” 

Last week Ms Donaldson’s cat 
Mini died after displaying the 
same symptoms of poisoning and 
she now fears someone in the 
neighbourhood is responsible for 
the deaths. 

“I’m absolutely furious,” she 
said. “I cannot believe anybody 
would be so sadistic as to do 
something like this. The effect it 
has on cats is absolutely awful. It’s 
a cruel, slow death; they cannot 
stand up or move. 


“I couldn’t believe it had hap¬ 
pened again to one of my cats. I 
have two children who have lost 
two family pets and- they’re dev¬ 
astated by their loss.” 

She added: “I don’t know how 
the person responsible for this can 
live with themselves, inflicting 
suffering on a poor animal. If you 
don't like cats in your garden just 
get a water pistol or a horn.” 

Ms Donaldson said she was told 
by police and RSPCA officers that 
they cannot prosecute unless a 
killer is caught in the act. 

Inspector Tom Mitchell, of 
Harlow police, said: “We are 
investigating the reports of cat 
deaths in the Rushes Mead area. 
Anyone found to be committing 
such a crime will be dealt with 
robustly.”

Parties clash over 
council shake-up 


A ROW has erupted between Harlow 
Council’s ruling Conservative admin¬ 
istration and opposition councillors 
after the Tories pushed through plans 
to scrap the current committee set¬ 
up. 

Tempers flared at a council meeting on 
Thursday when the Conservative group 
unanimously voted in favour of switching to

a Westminster-style cabinet and leader 
structure, even though the majority of peo¬ 
ple who responded to a public consultation 
on the proposals had called for the commit¬ 
tee system to be retained. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson told the 


meeting his group would ignore the results 
of the town-wide survey because only a 
“paltry” 137 residents - just 0.2 per cent of 
the town’s population - had taken part. 

“I have to say that I’m very unhappy with 
the results of the consultation exercise and I 
don’t see how they tell us much at all,” he 
said. “It’s a real shame that people didn’t get 
involved. 

“But I think it shows that people in this 
town don’t really care how Harlow is run 
as long as it is done with their best inter¬ 
ests in mind and provides the services 
and benefits they expect. 

“Moving to a leader and cabinet sys¬ 
tem will streamline and quicken the deci¬ 
sion-making process. We are an innova¬ 
tive council and it’s time to change to 
benefit the people we serve.” 

But Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson branded the consultation a 
“waste of public money”. 

“There is absolutely no point in spend¬ 
ing taxpayers’ money on a town-wide 
consultation just to completely ignore the 
results,” he told the meeting. 

Labour councillor Jean Clark added: 
“We had repeatedly called for the consul¬ 
tation documents to be redrafted to make 
it easier for residents to understand the 
options. The small number of respon¬ 
dents proves that our criticism was justi¬ 
fied. 

“Adopting an undemocratic cabinet 
system will mean there is a dispropor¬ 
tionate amount of power concentrated in 
the hands of the few.” 

Liberal Democrat John Strachan 
echoed the concerns of Labour council¬ 
lors, agreeing that the consultation exer¬ 
cise had been “completely inadequate”. 

“Sticking a leaflet in [council maga¬ 
zine] the Harlow Times and giving people 
two weeks to respond is not a proper con¬ 
sultation. The fact that most people don’t 
even read their copy has been highlighted 
by the lack of response.” 

Under the new system, the council will 
continue to operate existing cross-party 
regulatory committees to deal with plan¬ 
ning applications and licensing issues, 
but other decisions will be made by indi¬ 
vidual cabinet members with specialised 
responsibilities. 

Although the system is used by around 
93 per cent of local authorities across the 
country and is similar to the decision¬ 
making structure employed in central 
government, critics of its use at local 
authority level claim it is undemocratic 
and restricts the influence of opposition 
councillors.

D O you know what the 

longest running show at 
the Harlow Playhouse 
was?

between them distributed 3,000 
leaflets around the town advertising 
the opening.

cottage pie and two veg for a single 
pound while for those with a bit 
more cash to splash could tuck into 
a steak pie for a princely £1.80. 

The restaurant also opened for 
special occasions in the evenings 
with up to 80 covers. 

The Petticoat thrived under the 
three ladies’ stewardship for more 
than a decade but like all good 
things it come to an end and in 
August 1993 the trio were told to 
clear the tables for the last time. 

The Harlow Theatre Trust’s new 
partner was Leicester-based 
Contemporary Theatres, which said 
it wanted to take control of catering 
at The Playhouse. 

Ironically, a few months later the 
company ran into financial troubles 
and left the theatre saddled with 
debts. 

Jean, Carol and Sylvia were part of 
the original catering staff at the 
theatre and Sylvia, of Whitewaits, 
served sherry to the dignitaries at 
the theatre’s star-studded opening 
night in 1971. 

“It was a wonderful time running 
the restaurant,” she told Nostalgia. 
“I spent 25 years in that room, it 
had such a great atmosphere and all 
the food was homemade from 
scratch on the premises. 

“It seems like not a day goes by 
without someone saying ‘I wish the 
Petticoat was still open’ to me.”

bushes but when he didn’t she 
followed him in. She later told 
police he persuaded her to 
remove her blazer and then took 
off his jacket. 

Mr Burrington said: “She 
describes him getting her to a 
wall and he went to undo her 
trousers. 

“She asked him what he was 
doing before he pushed down 


her trousers and knickers and 
his own trousers. 

“She tried to push him away 
but he manoeuvred her to the 
ground and simply carried on.” 

The girl later told friends, a 
school “listener”, teaching staff, 
a nurse and police of her ordeal. 

The boy, who denies a charge 
of rape, claimed during a police 
interview he had contacted the 
girl on Facebook but had not 
met her in the town on the day 


of the alleged offence. 

He told officers that she was 
making up the story because of 
“rejection”, claiming she had 
sent him a text message asking 
for sex. 

But he later broke down and 
started crying, telling his inter¬ 
viewers “I did do it, I did it.” 

Graham Brown, representing 
the boy, told the court his com¬ 
ments referred to having con¬ 
sensual sex with the girl and 


were not an admission of rape. 

Referring to the boy’s earlier 
claims he had not even met up 
with the girl, Mr Brown told the 
court: “He was telling lies 
because he was scared. 

“He was scared he was going 
to be in trouble, and the girl was 
scared she was going to be in 
trouble, too. 

“He says he had sex and that 
it was consensual.” 

The case continues. 


Mother of 'home

A MOTHER who left her 14-year-old 
daughter to live alone in the squalor of a 
rubbish-strewn house in Harlow has been 
found guilty of neglect. 

The woman, who cannot be identified for legal 
reasons, must wait until November 25 to hear her 
fate after a judge at Chelmsford Crown Court 
adjourned sentencing pending reports. 

During the case jury members were shown 
DVD footage of the filthy four-bedroom house 
which prosecutor Andrew Jackson said gave “a 
plain image” of conditions in the property. 

He added: “It is a compelling case of wilful 
neglect of a child by her mother. She left her in 
conditions that were almost beyond comprehen¬ 
sion.” 

The woman, aged 54, denied causing cruelty 
towards a person under the age of 16 between 
November 1, 2008 and July 25, 2009 by wilful 
neglect causing unnecessary suffering. 

The court was told police discovered the condi¬ 
tions the girl was living in after going to the house 
following concerns about her safety and welfare. 

Mr Jackson said: “It was in a poor state of repair 
from the outside. They knocked on the door with¬ 
out response and, after they lifted the letterbox, 
they could smell something pretty disgusting.” 

He said rubbish had accumulated behind the 
front door and along the hallway while a sitting 
room was covered in mess. 

Of the kitchen he said: “The fridge didn’t work, 
work surfaces were piled high with rubbish and 
food and the washing machine didn’t work. A 
cooker was inaccessible.” 

On the landing, things had been piled up to the 
level of the light switch. 

Giving evidence, the mother blamed the mess 
on her daughter and said: “I told her to tidy up 
because I knew I couldn’t do 
many things because of prob¬ 
lems with my knees. 

“I couldn’t stand for too long 
and I couldn’t vacuum because 
of my back.” 

She said rubbish started to 
build up after her daughter kept 
leaving things on the floor, 
adding: “She just kept on doing 
it over the days. It built up 
because I studied, I worked, I did 
shopping and took the girl to 
school and back.” 

The girl said she had been liv¬ 
ing in the conditions for six 
months and had not opened the 
door to police because she knew 
her mother was in financial trou¬ 
ble and feared it was the bailiffs. 

The mother, who had attended 
accountancy courses at the 
University of East London and 
Middlesex University, was loca¬ 
ted after enquiries were made by 
a homeless centre where she had 
stayed for two weeks. 

It was said she had obtained 
grants and bursaries worth thou¬ 
sands of pounds between 2006- 
09, some by claiming she was 
homeless. 

Judge Rodger Hayward-Smith 
urged the defence to obtain fur¬ 
ther psychiatric evidence after 
Jane Oldfield, representing the

The chairman's annual budget is £15,300 for 
everything and has remained the same for many 
years. I underspent by about £4,000 for 2008/9 and it 
is now being reduced to take account of cuts. 

I understand why some people are concerned about 


functions like this but, even in difficult times, Harlow 
must hold its head up. We are now a town that can 
stand alongside our neighbours on equal terms. 

We have a lot to show, we have a strong future, we 
are no longer a town happy to wave the poverty and 
benefits flag.

A PENSIONER was killed instantly 
when he was struck by an express 
train in a remote spot in Harlow. 

George Turner (78) stood facing the 
oncoming Cambridge-bound train on 
tracks between Old Harlow and Sawbridge- 
worth stations on July 15 this year. 

An inquest held in Chelmsford on Friday 
heard that the route to the tracks was hard 
to find and Mr Turner, of Elmbridge, Old 
Harlow, could not have simply strayed on to 
line. 

But recording an open verdict, assistant 
deputy coroner Lorna Tagliavini said that 
although Mr Turner, who suffered from 
Alzheimer’s, may have deliberately gone to 
the location, she could not be sure he had 
intended to commit suicide. 

Mr Turner’s wife, June, said in a state¬ 
ment that her husband had no intention of 
taking his own life. He had gone out for a 
walk as usual that morning and was due to 
go bowling in the afternoon. 

Train driver Craig Garrett said in a state¬ 
ment read to the court that as he appr¬ 
oached a bridge by a left hand bend he saw 
a man standing on the tracks with his hands 
clasped together. 

British Transport Police liaison officer 
David Humphreys described the spot 
where Mr Turner died as quite dangerous. 
“At the bottom of Marsh Lane there’s a 
footpath in undergrowth which leads to the 
bridge; it’s very remote,” he said. 

Mr Humphreys said that someone would 
have to climb over a wall and down an 
embankment to reach the bottom of the 
bridge but there was nothing to prevent a 
person from stepping out on to the tracks. 

He added that it was impossible to stray 
on to the tracks at that point. 

The inquest was told there was no traces 
of alcohol or drugs in his system other than 
his prescribed medication for dementia and 
cognitive memory loss.

EXTINCT animals could one day be 
brought back from the dead, 
according to scientists exploring 
ways to help save endangered 
species. 

The boffins believe they could soon have the 
technology to clone long-dead animals from 
blood samples taken from threatened 
species, echoing scenes from Hollywood 
blockbuster Jurassic Park.

As the blood contains DNA, which can give 
important information about how each 
animal is built, it could one day help bring 
extinct species back to life through 
cloning. 

Last year a team of scientists in Spain 
managed to clone a type of mountain 
goat, but the baby died soon after it 
was born. 

And not everyone agrees that cloning is 
a good idea, with many people thinking it 
wrong to mess with nature and others 
highlighting the fact that the technology is 
very expensive and unreliable. 

But Dr Ann Clarke from the Frozen Ark 
project said action was needed now to 
collect the samples or it could be too late for 
some species. 

She told reporters: "There is a very real 
possibility that we might be able to one day 
bring back an extinct or a very endangered 
species."

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Jail reprieve 
for man who 
threatened 
sister-in-law 

A MAN who posted online 
threats against his sister-in-law on 
a social networking website 
following his brother’s suicide has 
been spared jail. 

Warehouseman Krystof Zalewski 
(26), of Longfield, Harlow, who 
admitted harassment by putting 
his victim in fear of violence 
between October 1 and November 
10 last year, had earlier been 
warned he faced a jail sentence. 
But at Chelmsford Crown Court 
on Friday he was given a five- 
month suspended sentence and 
ordered to complete 150 hours of 
unpaid work. 

The court was told messages he 
posted on a Polish social 
networking site were abusive and 
contained a threat of violence. He 
had also telephoned his sister-in- 
law and told her: “Don’t show 
yourself or you will die.” 

Cyrus Schroff, prosecuting, told 
the court: “It began after the 
death of her husband who 
tragically committed suicide. 
Zalewski made comments such as 
‘I don't wish to see you; if I do I 
would do what I need to do’. 

“His behaviour culminated in 
following her into a shop in 
Harlow and standing two metres 
from her after which she reported 
him to police.” 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub, who 
also imposed a restraining order 
on Zalewski, told him: “This was 
a vicious and unpleasant piece of 
intimidation and harassment.” 


Dad sees Red over 
refusal of a refund

A FURIOUS dad has been left out of 
pocket after a driving school refused to 
reimburse him when one of their 
instructors disappeared with money he 
had paid upfront for his daughter’s les¬ 
sons. 

Thomas Breen paid almost £300 to a driv¬ 
ing tutor from Red Driving School for a course 
of 12 lessons for his 17-year-old daughter 
Natasha. 

But after completing half of the lessons the 
instructor stopped answering telephone calls 
and now cannot be traced. 

Although the driving school terminated the 
instructor’s contract, it has refused to refund 
Mr Breen or provide the lessons with another 
instructor. 

“We went to Red because we thought it was 
reputable name,” said Mr Breen, of Milwards, 
Harlow. “We thought we would be safe with a 
big name but after we contacted them they 
told us their instructors were self-employed 
and any dispute over payment was between us 
and him. 

“Instead of protecting its customers, Red 
has effectively just washed its hands of it all.” 

Mr Breen contacted the police but was told 
they could not investigate the case as the 
instructor had provided some of the lessons 
and it was now a civil matter. 

“I realise I have lost out here,” he said. “It is

not a huge amount of money but I just want to 
warn other people of the dangers of paying 
upfront. 

“You should just pay as you go because you 
have very little recourse with them if your 
instructor disappears with your money.” 

A spokeswoman for Red said the company 
had terminated its franchise with the driving 
instructor and will be reporting him to the 
Driving Standards Agency. 

“We would like to apologise for the incon¬ 
venience caused to Miss Breen,” she said. “We 


have offered her our support in her efforts to 
recover the money from the instructor through 
the courts, if necessary.” 

She added: “While we do not condone the 
actions of this driving instructor and sympa¬ 
thise with the situation Miss Breen is in, we do 
ensure all pupils are made aware of the nature 
of the payment arrangement at the start of 
their lessons. 

“All pupils are provided with an appoint¬ 
ment and progress card which outlines our 
terms and conditions.” 


County ads 
to stock up 
on road salt 

THERE will be no 
shortage of salt to grit 
icy roads in Essex this 
winter, according to the 
county’s highways 
authority. 

Essex County Council 
will be receiving a full 
quota of salt from its 
suppliers despite 
national shortages 
during prolonged cold 
snaps over the past two 
years. 

Last month the Essex 
Weather Centre 
predicted another chilly 
winter with widespread 
and frequent snow 
showers again causing 
chaos on the county’s 
road and rail networks. 
A spokeswoman for the 
authority said: “The 
council will be 
receiving the full 
amount of road-gritting 
salt that it has ordered 
from its suppliers for 
this winter. 

“Essex was well 
prepared for the harsh 
winters of the last two 
years, maintaining 
sufficient supplies to 
continue treating all 
priority routes despite a 
national shortage of salt 
and we are equally 
prepared to deal with 
extreme conditions 
again this winter if 
required.”

Hotseat 


Starting this week, Harlow MP Robert Halfon answers questions on the issues 
- both local and national - that matter to readers. We will select the best 
questions submitted by you and put them to Mr Halfon, who will then give his 
opinion in this fortnightly column. '1 want to get as much feedback from 
Harlow residents as possible and the is the ideal forum in which 
to discuss readers' questions on key issues," said Mr Halfon. 


STEVE TAPPENDEN: Do you 

know how far along the sale of the 
GlaxoSmithKline North site 
complex is to the Health 
Protection section of the 
Department of Health? Do you 
know when the final decision will 
be made if the Government will 
release the funds for the move 
from Porton Down to Harlow or 
not? 

ROBERT HALFON: Steve, this is 
a really important question so thank 
you for asking it. 

Despite the difficult economic 
situation, it is encouraging that the 
health budget will increase by £2bn 
next year because of the 
Government’s commitment to the 
NHS. The Government is committed 
to giving the work of the HPA a 
viable future. 

As you know, unemployment in 
Harlow is very high at the moment - 
at over five per cent it is the highest 
in West Essex. We desperately need 
to bring jobs to our town. 

If the HPA came to Harlow it would 



not just create around 1,000 jobs but 
would probably have the potential to 
add hundreds of extra jobs because 
all the surrounding shops and 
businesses would benefit if the 
Glaxo site is utilised properly. 

The problem we face is that the 
Unite union came out against the 
HPA coming to Harlow, and 
inevitably those at the existing site 
in Porton Down want it to remain 
there. 

At the end of the day the decision 
will be made on grounds of what is 
best value for money for the 
taxpayer, and how best to improve 
biomedical research in the UK. The 
final decision will be made after the 
Department of Health has 
considered the business case. We're 


not yet sure of the exact date. It 
could be at the end of the year or 
early in 2011. 

Since I have become MP I have met 
with the Health Minister Anne 
Milton to make the case and also 
made a speech in Parliament about 
this. I have written a number of 
letters to the Department of Health 
inviting ministers to visit Harlow. 
Just to reassure you and other 
residents, if the HPA did come to 
Harlow it does not mean we would 
have biological warfare here. In fact, 
many of their public health 
laboratory tests are carried out in 
hospitals up and down the country 
every day. 

To have the HPA here would 
confirm Harlow's status as a place 
of scientific excellence and 
achievement at the heart of 
biomedical research in the London- 
Cambridge corridor, with excellent 
road and rail links 
It would also provide much-need 
help to our economy, bringing jobs 
back to Harlow.

Butler said that former Essex 
bowler Andrew McGarry is staying 
at the club and this will be a key 
factor. 


McGarry’s quality as a bowler 
speaks for itself but Butler said the 
former county cricketer has been 
influential in the improvement of 
all-rounder Luke Monger. 

“Andrew has massive experi¬ 
ence. He has worked closely with 
Luke who has improved a lot,” he 
said. 

“Luke is quite capable of scoring 
300 runs and taking 30 wickets.” 

Butler’s decision to leave Harlow 
was fairly clear-cut but he has had a 
change of heart about his new des¬ 
tination.
